If it is worth while to strive to secure new industries for La Crosse, 


it is equally well worth while to try to keep those we already have. 


Now there's the Rubber Mills. 
They empl'oy about 250 hands. 
If 


they continue here they will without doubt use still more help. 
They 


want to be able to hire help to run the plant. 


Some months ago an appeal was made to the city council to take 


steps for the construction of a second causeway across the marsh be- 
tween the north and south sides. This causeway will have to be buil't, and 
the city will have to pay for it, so what can be saved by putting it off? 
At present a single narrow causeway connects the extreme western lim- 
its of two cities. South La Crosse with its 20,000 people, and North La 
Crosse with its 10,000 people. 
At each end of the causeway the bulk of 


"the 
cities stretches away to the east. so that to reach an extreme eastern 


point on one side from an extreme eastern point on the other side one 
must travel more than four miles, although the two points in question 


are but a mile apart over the marsh. 


The- Rubber Mills asked that a sec'ond'causeway-'-be constructed .'pro- 


viding a direct route between the cities over the marsh, so that its help, 
which is largely secured from the eastern portion of the south side, might 
travel a miie instead of four to and from work. -The 
council ignored 


the request. 


Were there no other reason for building this causeway than to ac- 


commodate the Rubber Mills, the expenditure of between 
Sio.ooo and 


820,000 on the road might be deemed - out of proportion to the benefits 
to be derived. 
However,, in view of the fact.that the demand .is one ut- 


tered to every' business concern that does business or employs help from 
both north and south sides, there seems little doubt that the council's 
declination to build the .road was a serious mistake. 
The Rubber 'Mills- 


company was the only concern thai made active effort to secure the . 
causeway, but it was not too exacting in its suggestion. It was distinct- ' 
ly stated that a finished road was not demanded, but that a passable road 
that could be filled in with dumpage at the city's leisure would be ac- 


ceptable.

which the council and the board of trade have treated the intimation of 
its coming departure if. apt to add to the conviction of the company that 
its presence here is not deemed essential to the welfare of the city.

trade has had poor success in reasoning with the city council, but we 
believe that were the board to make an earnest endeavor at this time, 
supported by all the newspapers as it certainly would be, and backed by a 
solid public sentiment for the improvement, the road could be secured.
